4vZ did not have news at this time. Merv states, "4YZ's opinion 
of American D¥ers is not very high and the station will be really 
heard before it confirms the next report. No wonder some stations are 
blacklisted,” 

Somehow, I feel the Club has been remiss in its obligations to tt 
members: either by not properly instructing them in reporting or by 
allowing such DXers to become members, Or can it be that I am in the 
minority and the mafiority of you think the above are adequate reports?
